Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Halber asserted the difference between Weisshaar et al. and the 
Applicant's claimed invention, in that Weisshaar et al. does not specifically teach that the wireless server device 
comprises the master service search (or "service framework"), such that it would implement its own look-up function.
